THOMAS A. DANNENBERG, M. D., who is established in the suc- 
cessful practice of his profession at Heber, judicial center of 
Wasatch County, is not only one of the able and representative 
physicians and surgeons of this county but is also known and 
valued as a liberal and progressive citizen. 

Doctor Dannenberg is able to revert to the old Lone Star State 
as the place of his nativity, for his birth occurred at Rhome, 
Texas, on the 8th of August, 1880.

JoHN U. BUCHI, secretary and manager of the Provo Foundry 
& Machine Company, is a native of Utah, and represents some of 
those sturdy elements of citizenship contributed to the Utah pio- 
neer history by the inhabitants of Switzerland. His parents, J ohn 
U. and Anna Barbara (Boshard) Buchi, came from Switzerland 
and settled in the Provo district in 1862. John U. Buchi, Sr., died 
soon after coming to Utah. 

Mr. John U. Buchi was born at Provo April 20, 1876, attended 
public schools and the Brigham Young University at Provo, and 
from boyhood was working with the tools of a carpenter. While 
working he kept up his studies at night, learning bookkeeping and 
later studied law and engineering. In 1898, when he was twenty- 
two years of age, he enlisted in the United States Army, joining 
Battery B of the Utah Volunteer Artillery. He saw fourteen 
months of service in 1898 and 1899 in the Philippines, and was 
discharged in August, 1899, with the rank of first sergeant. 

Mr. Buchi in 1900 was elected city recorder of Provo and in 
1904 became chief deputy sheriff of Utah County. When he left 
that office, in 1908, he took up engineering and railroad construc- 
tion work in California for the Western Pacific Railway. Return- 
ing home, he has been connected with the Provo Foundry & Ma- 
chine Company since 1907. At first he was bookkeeper, later 
draftsman, and then engineer, and is now secretary and manager 
of this important local industry. Mr. Buchi is also secretary of 
the Humboldt Mining Company and of the Superior Motor Com- 
pany of Provo.
